the mine, and in some instances 
where the safety committee did 
inspect and certify with respect to 
safety conditions in the mine, this 
action was sought to be nullified 
by the district president. In other 
cases the safety committee, itself, 
attempted to withdraw certifica- 
tion.” 


Collisson referred here to his 
order closing 518 mines considered 
unsafe until certified as safe by 
the local union mine safety com- 
mittee or, in the absence of a com- 
mittee, the local union president; 
or until the mine had been re-in- 
spected by a federal inspector. 
Krug and Collisson were the 
only: witnesses to appear before 
the committee today. 

Much of the material presented 
today already has been made pub- 
lic and was known to the commit- 
tee. Chairman Cordon (Rep.), 
Oregon, said at the outset the 
committee felt the evidence 
gathered at Centralia indicated 
the disaster reached the propor- 
tions it did because danger from 
explosive coal dust was not alr 
leviated by rock-dusting. 

“The meat of the investigation,” 
he said, “rests in determination of 
why the recommendations for 
rock-dusting were not enforced, by¢ 
the Federal Government, by the 
States or by the miners them- 
selves?”

Other Developments. 

There were these other develop- 
ments in the U.N.: 

1. For the first time since 
January the Security Council’s 
docket was clear of the British- 
Albanian dispute over the mines 
which killed 44 Britons last Oc- 
tober in the Corfu channel. The 
council voted 8 to 0, with Rus- 
sia and Poland abstaining, to 
transfer the dispute~and Brit- 
ain's claim for damages—to the 
International Court vf Justice at ; 
The Hague. 

2. U.N. Secretary General 
Trygve Lie sent his personal aid, 
William H. Ston to Geneva 
to search out “the origin of all 
the rumors” to the effect that 
the U.N. mission serving the 
Balkans investigating commis- 
sion is pro-Soviet. Lie called it 
a trip to “draft a report on the 
work of the secretariat” and 
“protect” U.N. employes. Lie said 
that rumors he will resign are 
“definitely untrue.” 
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safety committees to function as 
intended. At one point he as- 
serted that “the union mige safety 
committees apparently have been 
instructed not to co-operate in 
this vitally important safety pro- 


gram. 
“The miners have not received 


from the operation of their mine 
safety committees or from the ef- 
forts of the international head- 
quarters of the UMW,” Krug con- 
tinued. “I know of no effort by 
the international headquarters of 
the union to instruct or to energize 
these committees.” 

The ‘mine safety committees 
were authorized in the Krug- 
Lewis agreement of last May 29, 
under which the Government is 
operating the mines, They have 
authority to withdraw men from 
the mines if danger appears im- 
minent. Lewis maintains the 
committees were afraid to exer- 
cise their powers in view of the 
federal court injunction against 
striking. 

Krug suggested the following 
five-point program to reduce the 
likelihood of such tragedies such as 
that at Centralia and to reduce the 
day-to-day loss of life in the 
mines. 


1. The mine operators should 
continue, with more dispatch 
and vigor, the program to 
achieve full compliance with the 
Federal mine ty code. 

2. The UMW, with all the per- 
‘suasiveness at its command, 
should promptly initiate a 
thorough-going campaign to sell 
mine safety to its members. It 
can never be achieved without 
the full co-operation of the 
workers as well as management. 

3. Future contracts between 
the operators and the union 
should continue the Federal 
mine safety code, in some form, 
the health and welfare fund. If, 
and only if, the unions should 
accept its responsibilities for 
safety, and not use its safety 
powers for ulterior ends, the 
powers of the mine safety com- 
mittees should also be con- 
tinued, 

4. Federal legislation is neces- 
sary to give the Bureau of 
Mines Power to require the 
correction of unsafe conditions 
or practice. 

5. It is not sufficient to place

Bureau of Mines will need a 
much larger force of coal mine 
inspectors. It has become plain 
in the last few weeks that we 
can expect no co-operation at 
this time from union officials. 
In these circumstances we can- 
not in good conscience accept 
responsibility for reasonably 
safe conditions, which change 
from day to day, without being 
able to send a trained inspector 
to every mine at least once a 
month. This will require a force 
of about 1500 inspectors and ap- 
propriations of around $19,000,- 
000 annually. 

Krug described the federal safe- 
ty code and the creation of mine 
safety committees as the two most 
important moves toward safety in 
the history of the coal industry. 
He said the code already has be- 
come the “bible” of coal mining 
safety, but “everyone connected 
with coal mining, has known that 
its high standards cannot be met 
at once.“ 

At requirements are realistic,” 
he continued, “and the operators 
and the miners can achieve its 
high standards in a reasonable 
period of time if they will work 
co-operatively together. 

“Out of 2500 mines in Govern- 
ment possession we have in 10 
months received complaints from 
only 31 local mine safety commit- 
tees. The only effort to make 
effective use of these committees 
has come, in point of fact, from 
the men themselves and from the 
Department of the Interior. The 
Bureau of Mines has organized in- 
struction classes for these commit- 
tees and has already reached, 
through them, about a quarter of 
the mine workers.” 

Krug expressed complete confi- 
dence in Collisson, Dr. R. R. Say- 
ers, director of the Bureau of 
Mines, and Jolin E. ones, safety 
consultant to the coal mines ad- 
ministration. President Truman 
has expressed confidence in Krug, 
Detailing steps since the Cen- 
tralia explosion, including the fed- 
eral closing of the 518 mines, Krug 
said that so far the CMA has re- 
ceived about 180 joint certifica- 
tions. of safety from operating 
Managers and mine safety com- 
mittees. 

“Several of the union officials 
have admitted instructing the 
committees not to inspect the 
mines and to assume no respon- 
sibility for them, he added. 

“As you also know,” he contin- 
ued, “the UMW responded to our 
bona fide request for information 


unduly hazardous by arbitrarily 
stating that every mine not in 
full compliance with the code 
should be closed until inspected 
by a Bureau of Mines inspector 
and certified to be in compliance.

facts when this request was made: 

1, Many, if not most, of the 
so-called violations of the code 
arise from practices of the 
miners themselves. 

2. Many of the deficiencies 
from code standards cannot be 
cured wntil equipment, requiring 
many months to deliver, can be 
obtained. 

3. Many inspection reports 
listed only trivial violations of 
its rigid standards. 

4. A mine cannot be inspected 
for compliance with the code. 
as to a majority of its require- 
ments, unless it is in operation. 

5. It would take months be- 
fore the inspection of 2500 mines 
could be completed. 

“We concluded, therefore,” said 
Krug, “that motives other than a 
concern for safety must have led 
to this request, and Capt. Collis- 
son rejected it at once. I am glad 
to say that many of the miners in 
their field have not in fact fol- 
lowed this arbitrary requirement 
of federal re-inspection as a con- 
dition to reopening every mine.” 
Krug was questioned by Cordon 
about the 31 instances in which 
nine safety committees had com- 
plained. He asked if there hadn't 
been an instance in which. the resi- 
dent of UMW District 12 had com- 
plained and had been overruled. 

Cordon apparently referred to 
the statement af Centralia by 
Hugh White, president of District 
12 (Illinois) that he had not com- 
plained of conditions in the Cen- 
tralia mine because Collisson had

IERSEY STRIKERS 
URGED 10 STAY 
OUT DESPITE LAW 


Recommendation of 
Phone Union Policy 
Group — Court Test of 

Measure Sought. 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AF) — 
The policy committee of the Na- 
tional Federation of Telephone 
Workers recommended today that 
New Jersey telephone , strikers 
stay off the job in defiance of a 


two-day-old law curbing utility 
strikes. 

Joseph A. Bairne, NF TW pres- 
ident, announced the unanimous 
decision of the policy committee. 
He told reporters the union wishes 
to bring about a court test of the 
“Fascist and unconstitutional” 
measure. 

Henry Mayer, counsel for the 
New Jersey strikers, said the tele- 
phone workers have indicated that 
they “will go along with the re 
ommendation—they are prepared 
to test thig law.” . 

Beirne said the committee de- 
cision came in two actions. 

First, it adopted a resolution 
urging the New Jersey strikers to 
“do all acts necessary to fight 
the fascist, unconstitutional and 
evilly inspired law which was re- 
cehtly enacted by the Legislature 
of the State of New Jersey.” 

The resolution recommended 
that all 49 affiliated unions of the 
NFTW and their members pledge 
fullest “financial and moral sup- 
port” of the New Jersey workers 
“who engage in a fight against 
this oppressive and undemocratic 
law.” 

Second, the policy committee 
approved a motion recomending 
rejection of the proposal of Gov. 
Alfred E. Driscoll of New Jersey 
that the employes of New Jersey 
Bell Telephone Co., return to their 
jobs with the understanding that 
he would use his good offices to 
bring about arbitration of the 
strike issues, 

Failure to comply, by 4 p. m., 
today, the New Jersey admin- 
istration announced, would mean 
the filing of civil actions against 
the Traffie Telephone Workers’ 
Federation of New Jersey and 
other NFTW affiliates for $10,- 
000-a-day damages. 

The new law provides individual 
penalties against strikes of $500 
each and 30-day jail sentences for 
violation, in concert, of the stat- 


e. 
Should either the company or 
a union involved refuse arbitra- 
tion, $10,000 fines per day would 
be possible. 


Indiana Governor Opposes Federal 
Action in All Strikes. 

WASHINGTON, April 10 (UP) 
—Indiana’s Republican Governor, 
Ralph Gates, is critical of what he 
terms a “trend” toward ‘ federal 
handling of all labor disputes. 

At a press conference here, he 
advocated that individual states 
be permitted to handle their own 
labor versus management’ prob- 
lems as far as possible.” 2 

As proof that states can deal 
with labor-management disagree- 
ments within their boundaries, he 
cites Indiana's strike control” law 
which he said had resulted in not 
a single worker walking out dur- 
ing the current nation-wide tele- 
phone strike.

DEMAND FOR SAAR 


Marshall and Bevin Agree 
to Economic Union — 
Oppose Plan to Detach 
Ruhr From Reich. 


MOSCOW, -April 10 (APF) — The 
United States and Britain agreed 
today to French demands for de- 
tachment of the Saar from Ger- 
many and economic integration of 
the Saar area with France. 

United States Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall proposed that 
initial steps to that end be taken 
by the Council of Foreign Minis- 
ters immediately. 

Both Marshall and British For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin op- 
posed, however, a French proposal 
that the industrial Ruhr be de- 
tached from Germany. They also 
rejected the idea of creating spe- 
cial administrations, international 
ownership or international man- 
agement of basic German re- 


French Foreign Minister 
Georges Bidault had put before 
the council France’s proposal that 
the ownership of coal mines and 
foundries in the Ruhr be trans- 
ferred to “those United Nations 
who fought against Germany.” He 
proposed that the Ruhr be de- 
tached politically from Germany 
and that a separate administra- 
tion for it be created “under safe- 
guards of the (United Nations) 
Security Council.” 

Proposal on Rhineland. 

Bidault also asked for the po- 
litical and economic separation of 


said “adequate military forces 
should be stationed there per- 
manently,” adding that the Rhine- 
land might be organized political- 
ly as one or several states en- 
joying “complete autonomy.” 

Although Marshall did not 
touch particularly on the pro- 
posal for autonomy in the Rhine- 
land, American opposition could 
be implied from what he did say. 
Bevin, however, spoke out spe- 
cifically against that proposal, 

Only Russian Foreign Minister 
V. M. Molotov was silent on these 
key issues. He said he wanted to 
think over the French proposals 
until tomorrow. 

Presentation of France's de- 
mands followed the deadlock yes- 
terday between the western pow- 
ers and Russia on the issue of 
revising the German-Polish bor- 
der. Britain and the United States 
suggested establishment of an in- 
ternational commission to work 
out details of a Polish-German 
frontier settlement. Molotov op- 
posed the revision proposal, 

A Polish Foreign Office spokes- 
man declared today that Poland 
considers its present western fron- 
tier as fixed and “beyond discus- 
sion,” 

The spokesman, Viktor Grosz, 
chief of the Foreign Office press 
department, informed reporters at 
the same time that Marshall's 
statement concerning that ques- 
tion had assured the “political 
death” of Stanislaw Mikolajczyk 
and his Polish Peasant party. 

“The party is in its political 
agony now and this being said 
by people who so ostentatiously 
supported Mikolajczyk will finish 
it off,” Grosz volunteered. “This 
could not have come at a better 
time, since the Mikolajczyk party 
is split.” 


U. S. Yields Last Morocco Base. 
PARIS, April 10 (AP)—The 
United States Army has completed 
its evacuation French Morocco 
with the release by the Air Trans- 
port Command of the Casablanca 
airfield, a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman announced today.

WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP) 
—A stiff new bill to put the 
brakes on strikes and unions 
reached the voting stage in the 
House Labor Committee today. 

Traces of opposition to it still 
smoldered among some Repub- 
lican members. Several Demo- 
crats, getting their first look at 
the terms, were ready to swing on 
it with all their power. 

The bill, with two changes, re- 
ceived the approval yesterday of 
Republican leaders and the policy 
shaping G.O.P. steering commit- 
tee 


One change would provide a pe- 
riod of mediation and arbitration 
for settling strikes, such ag the 
telephone Siasate. which the bill 
defines as affecting the national 
health, welfdre and safety. The 
other would remove a proposed 
bar on the union shop if both 
management and labor want one. 

The bill still would forbid the 
closed: shop, under which an em- 
ployer may hire only union mem. 
bers. Under the union shop, non- 
union men may be hired but they 
must join the union soon after 
going on the payroll. 


Landis Favors Changes. 


Representative Landis (Rep.), 
Indiana, next in rank to the chair- 
man on the Labor Committee, told 
a reporter: 

“It still would take away many 
things unions consider fundamen. 
tal. Industry-wide collective bar 
gaining, for instance. I hope the 
committee puts in some kind of 
language so that I cen go along 
with the bill.” 

He said the check-off, by which 
an employer collects dues for a 
union by taking them out of work 
ers’ pay, ought to be. “automatic,” 
or at least left to collective bar- 
gaining. The bill allows the check. 
off only if individual employes au- 
thorize it in writing. 

Chairman Hartley (Rep.), New 
Jersey, stood by a prediction that 
all 15 committee Republicans 
would vote to bring the bill before 
the Hoüse, although some might 
attach “reservations” and support 
additional changes on the floor. 

He called the committee to an 
afternoon session to vote on the 
Measure section by section. 

Hartley Defends Bill, 

Hartley said in a statement that 
the proposed ſabor -management 
peace act!“ of 1947 does three 
things: : 

“First, it takes the subject of 
labor relations out of the area of 
politics and false premises and 
places it firmly on the principles 
implicit in the Constitution of the 
United States. 

“Second, it defines the rights of 
the public, the employe, the union 
and the employer to the end that 
industrial disputes may diminish 
in number and decrease in de- 
structiveness. 

“Third, it sets up machinery to 
insure that the new national pol- 
icy, which recognizes that the pub- 
lic interest is paramount, shall be 
honestly and efficiently adminis- 
tered.” 

A strike affecting the national 
interest would be handled by giv- 
ing the attorney general the right 
to ask for a court order to stave 
off or stop the tie-up. 

„The injunction would be good 
for 75 to 90 days. During that 
time, mediation and arbitration 
would be tried. If that failed the 
union still could strike, but the 
Government could get another in- 


junction and try again. 

Hartley's statement said the bill 
would replace the present Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board with 
a new one which would not act as 
“prosecutor, judge and jury.” Its 
only duty would be to decide labor 
cases.

Hartley said the new board

“We attempt to do away with 
practices of certain unions that 
the board has condoned and even 
encouraged, notwithstanding that 
the practices were against the in- 
terests of the public and even 
against the interests of members 
of unions and of workers gener- 
ally,” he said. 

“Among these are strikes to 
compel employers to deprive em- 
ployes of their nights under the 
act, illegal boycotts, violence, mass 
picketing, industry-wide bargain- 
ing, strikes Against public health 
and safety, and dictatoria] con- 
trol of workers by unscrupulous 
union leaders.” 

The bill, he said, assures work- 
ers freedom in organizing and 
bargaining by provisions to make 
unions more democratic. 


Status of Senate Bill 


Indications are that a milder 
bill before the Senate Labor Com- 
mittee will be toned down when 
the members start voting on it 
Friday. 

As it stands, the preliminary 
Senate draft outlaws the closed 
shop, authorizes temporary in- 
junctions to block serious strikes, 
prohibits secondary boycotts and 
jurisdictional strikes, and makes 
numerous Wagner Act changes 
designed to “restore justice in re- 
lations betweén employers and 
employes.” 

Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
and four of the five Democrats 
on the 13-member committee are 
expected to line up against the 
bill on the ground that it goes 
too far. They are confident that 
Senator Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, 
will join them, and they are 
counting also on help from Sena- 
tor Ives (Rep.) New York. 

Morse, a former member of the 
National Labor Relations Board, 
told a reporter “every employer 
in America” should oppose the bill 
“because it will create bitter feel- 
ing between himself and his 
workers.” 

He said the measure “has in 
it all the major defects of an 
omnibus bill.” What is needed, 
Morse declared, is separate legis- 
lation dealing with individual is- 
sues, “such as amending the 
Wagner Act to hold unions re- 
sponsible for unfair labor acts 
and responsible for breach of 
their contracts,” 

Republican Opposition. 

If the Democratic-Republican 
coalition jells, it will de in con- 
trol by a single vote margin.

Stantially as it stands is headed 
by Chairman Taft (Rep.), Ohio. 

Aiken told a reporter that he 
will not agree to any bar on the 
closed shop, or to the proposed 
authorization of injunctions.

The department's Coal Mines Ad- 
ministration operates about 2500 
bituminous mines but no anthra- 
cite mines. 

Anthracite mines are 1 
periodically by the Bureau of 
Mines, as are bituminous mines. 

CMA officials said the Exeter 
mine last was inspected from Oct. 
31 to Nov. 14, 1946. The mine man- 
agement was commended on sev- 
eral safety factors, such as good 
ventilation and testing for gas in 
certain areas. 

Similar tests for other parts of 
the mines were recommended, 
along with the removal of stum- 
bling hazards and other defects. 

Anthracite.mines do not operate

PRICE, KARSTEN 
TRIBUTES IN HOUSE

WASHINGTON, April 10—Jo- 
geph Pulitzer, founder of the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch, was pictured 
ms an outstanding progressive 
American by Representative Mel- 
vin Price (Dem.), Illinois, in a 
Speech in the House today. 

In another speech, delivered yes- 
terday, Representative Karsten 
(Dem). St. Louis, said Pulitzer 
“brought to the profession (of 
journalism) a rare combination of 
integrity and idealism and the 
press of the United States is bet- 
ter for his having lived.” 

“Washington, Jefferson, Madi- 
son, Jackson and the others fought 
to give future generations of 
Americans a land in which their 
freedom and liberty would be for- 
ever sacred,” Price said. “Men 
like Joseph Pulitzer carried on 
in another way the fight which 
must be never-ending if the truths 
which our founding fathers held 
to be self-evident are to prevail. 

“How often have we heard the 
expression that it is time for the 
country to get back to normal? 
Those who ask for such a course 
are not imbued with the fire and

father with whom he was not con- 
genial. I believe that his depar- 
ture from his native land was im- 
pelled less by his distaste for his 
stepfather than by a thirst for 
iberty—a thirst which even he 
probably did not recognize at the 
time as a factor in decisions which 
shaped his life.” 

, The speaker then told of the 
lack of political andi economic 
freedom in the Europe of Mr. 
Pulitzer’s early days. He alluded 
to the Mussolini dictatorship in 
Italy, telling of utterances hostile 
to democracy and to freedom of 
the press in his own state of Lou- 
isiana; Dictator Mussolini’s am- 
bassador to the United States, 
Fulvio Suvich, and a former Gov- 
ernor of Louisiana, Richard Leche, 
figured in the narrative. Suvich 
the speaker noted, was executed 
recently as a war criminal, and 
Leche served a penitentiary sen- 
tence. 

“Joseph Pulitzer knew the fal- 
lacy of dictatorship,” Healy con-, 
tinued. “He knew that real happi- 
ness and real progress in a nation 
must be built on freedom. 

“The word which meant as 
much to Joseph Pulitzer as any 
other was ‘liberty.’ He knew that 
only liberty made it possible for 
him to combat the degrading in- 
entrenched St. Louis 
gamblers. He knew that only lib- 
erty made it possible for him to 
purchase a bankrupt New York 
newspaper from the most cunning 
financier of his day and to con-

years ago today in the darkness of 
oppressed Hungary, and died 36 
years ago in the darkness of blind- 
ness. In his life, he kindled well 
the light of Liberty.” 

Reply to Address of Donation. 

In replying to the address of 
donation, Pulitzer thanked the 
fraternity for its “fine tribute to 
Joseph Pulitzer, my father. This 
ceremony,” he said, “honors not 
only Joseph Pulitzer the man, but 
more especially the ideals and 
principles for which he stood. I 
seize this opportunity to read to 
you two brief paragraphs refer- 
ring to the important principle of 
arbitration.” 

The first of the passages was 
from a paper prepared by the 
elder Joseph Pulitzer, and read by 
his oldest son, Ralph Pulitzer, to 
leaders of the British Peace Soci- 
ettes, who called on him in 1896 
at his lodgings in London. Mr. 
Pulitzer’s newspaper campaign at 
the time of the Venezuela dispute 
in 1895, the speaker said, “was 
credited with having prevented 
what today would seem almost un- 
believable—war between Great 
Britain and the United States.” 

“Civilization,” Mr. *Pulitzer 
wrote, “means that disputes and 
differences, whether individual or 
international, shall be settled by 
reason or some judicial proceed- 
ing and not by force. 

“This does not mean peace at 
any price. There are certain issues 
which are not arbitrable. War 
against cruel despotism or slavery 
Americans regard not only as just 
but inevitable, They sympathize 
with uprisings of any people 
against despotism whether in 
Greece or Hungary or Poland in 
the past or in Cuba today.” 

The other passage was from a 
signed article on “The Power of 
Public Opinion” prepared by Mr. 
Pulitzer for the Encyclopedia 
Americana, and published in the 
1904 edition of that work. It was: 

“In our labor wars, too, public 
opinion presses with a force that 
is not to be nesisted. In the great 
coal strike of 1902, the operators, 
the financial interests, the con- 
servative business men, were “al- 
most without exception opposed to 
arbitration. n 

“Many appeals to arbitrate were 
rejected, yet in the end both sides 
submitted. To what? To the 
President of the United States? 
No! To public opinion, whose ef- 
fective instrument the President 
was, and whose condemnation 
neither side dared to face.”

TRUMAN FOR WAGE BOOSTS

Says That for the Present He Relies on Moral 
Suasion to Bring Reductions—

dent Truman asserted today that 
wage increases would be justified 
if prices and profits were not re- 
duced. 
At a press conference remark- 
ably similar to one held by Presi:

the Chief Executive discussed at 
length the desirability of lower 
prices and what the Government 
cah and cannot do to bring our 
economic machinery in balance. 
Roosevelt’s 1937 press conference 
was regarded by some economists 
and political observers as the 
cause for the 1937-38 recession.“ 
When Truman was asked wheth- 
er there could be “recession,” he 
replied that there is no need for 
one. : 
He said that the responsibility 
for reducing prices and maintain- 
ing a free economy was absolute- 
ly and squarely on business. 

The President acknowledged 
that he did not have a concrete 
plan for reducing prices and that 
for the time being he was relying 
on “moral situation.” Althoug he 
placed most of the blame for high 
prices on the removal of price con- 
trols last year, he said that it 


and Hertenstein cut back depart- 
ment requests to the tigure set 
originally by the budget director.

Opposes Buyers’ Strikes.

Portrait of Joseph Pulitzer’s 
Mother Presented to Him. 

A portrait of Mrs. Joseph Pul- 
itzer, wife of the founder of the 
Post-Dispatch, was presented to- 
day to her son, Joseph Pulitzer, 
editor and publisher of the Post- 
Dispatch, by the Post-Dispatch 
unit of the American Newspaper 
Guild. The presentation was ar-

One Strikes Operator on 4

“The RFC alone has had its po- 
sition impaired to the extent of 
an estimated $15,000,000 decline 
in the value of collateral secur- 
ring its loan since court ap- 
proval of the plan.

Meanwhile Messrs. McDonald, 
Snodgrass, et al, who were put 
inte B. 4 O. to protect RFC’s in- 
terests, have securities on which 
they can make a personal profit 
while the RFC is holding the 
bag to the extent of $30,000,000. 

Clay, in his testimony, related 
that, when he first informed Jones 
he was leaving the RFC to join 
the B. & O., Jones asked him if 
he wanted a better position than 
general solicitor with the railroad.

The period to follow can be a healthful readjustment, a reces- 


sion or a depression. A recession could be mild or severe, brief or 


prolonged. 


With prospects good for at least three more months of the pres- 
ent boom, as indicated in the first article of this series, few econ- 


omists are discussing a depression as such. 


Some say no recession is neces- 
sary if a direct attack on high 
prices is made now. The present 

price level is one of the chief 
concerns of all economists. 

President Truman has — arte 
industry to co-operate in reducing 
prices, saying he hoped it would 
not go “whole hog for profits.” 
Treasury Secretary Snyder told a 
press conference recently that 
“prices are out of line” and that 
he was “not too optimistic” about 
them. He said that “labor must 
not make over-demands or they 
will force prices up.” 

The President’s economic ad- 
visory council, headed by Edwin 
G. Nourse, is working especially 
hard on the price situation, which 
it regards as serious, and the prob- 
lem has been passed on to the 
Cabinet, which is giving it special 
attention. 

Call for Lower Prices. 

Many retailers are calling for 
lower prices. Jack I. Straus, 
president of Macy's in New York, 
the world’s largest department 
store, said last week that pros- 
perity and full employment could 
not be maintained at present price 
levels, and that “unless prices are 
lowered, we believe that a business 
recession is probable.” 

The National Industrial Confer. 
ence Board's publication, Busi- 
ness Record,” for March, says that 
“short-term confidence seems to 
be increasing as the recession, 
which has been momentarily ex- 
pected, fails to materialize, but 
warnings of approaching disaster 
still persist.”

Strong Law Needed 


It is self-evident that a community cannot tol- 
erate long strikes in transportation, power plants, 
gas distribution, water pumping and purification, 
and communications, If the “right to strike” has 
existed hitherto in such vital industries, it is be- 
cause the public has trusted to luck that it would 
not be used. 

In the past year, the policy of trusting to luck 
has been discredited by rude experience. In 
the railroad strike of last May, in the truck and 
tugboat strikes in New York, in the month-long 
power strike in Pittsburgh, and now in the na- 


tionwide telephone strike, the public has learned 


it cannot trust to luck and must have legal ma- 
chinéry for its protection. . 

Recognizing this need, the House Labor Com- 
mittee at Jefferson City has recommended pas- 
sage of the King-Thompson bill to control strikes 
in public utilities. This bill, modeled after a 
New Jersey law, provides for public hearings of 
utility labor disputes and for state seizure and 
operations of utilities if necessary to avert stop- 
pages of service. 

The bill safeguards labor by providing that its 
cause shall be aired before a Public Hearing 
Panel in whose appointment it shall have an 
Both sides gre 
fully protected by an appeal to public opinion. 

The law worked well in New Jersey for a year 
or so, but has not been fully effective in the 
telephone strike because it had no teeth. As the 
telephone strike broke, the New Jersey Legis- 
lature. added severe penalties. Some workers 
then returned to their jobs, but most, including 
nearly all the telephone operators, have re- 


‘mained on strike, presumably trusting that the 


new penalties would be interpreted in their 
case as er post facto. 

Sumner Slichter, professor of labor economics 
at Harvard, has suggested that a strike in a 
utility plant after it has been seized by the 
state be penalized by depriving the worker of 


his status as an employe, and requiring that he 


be rehired, if at all, as a new employe. The 
worker would lose accumulated seniority, vaca- 
tion and pension rights. To make the penalty 
binding, he would have it declared an “unfair 
labor practice” for a company to rehire an em- 
ploye striking under these conditions except as 
a new name on the payroll. 

The union officers calling or encouraging a 
strike in a seized plant would be declared in- 
eligible to hold office in any unidn, and a 
union which failed to discipline its members for 
striking in a seized plant would be required to 
show cause in court why it should not be de- 
prived of the right to represent the workers. 

In their cumulative force, these are powerful 
But lest there be any question of 
their effectiveness, they should be backed up by 
heavy fines on unions disobeying the law. 

In the recent coal strike, the Government gave 
a convincing demonstration of the potency of 
union fines to curb strikes in essential indus- 
tries. The principle is simple, readily adaptable 
té state law; the fine can be made easily col- 
lectible by impounding the proceeds of the 
checkoff. 

Some Missouri legislators doubt that any pen- 
alty on strikers—in utilities or elsewhere—will 
be legal, in view of the guaranty of the right of 
collective bargaining in the State Constitution. 
Yet the Wagner Act also guarantees collective 
bargaining, and the Supreme Court as recently 


as March 6 held that John Lewis's coal miners 


could not strike in Government-operated rhines. 
In view of this decision, the constitutional mis- 
givings at Jefferson City seem unfounded. 

The public welfare is the supreme law. On 
this principle a utility company is forbiddén to 


suspend service, and the sanction. should be 


equally binding on utility workers. There is no 
occasion for further delay in writing penalties 
into the King-Thompson bill and enacting it into 
law. 
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To Prevent European Chaos 
More and more it is being proclaimed that 
the old patchwork pattern of Europe will not 
suffice against the drive of Communist propa- 
ganda and the threat of the Communist armies, 


In his column recently Walter Lippmann said: 


The truth is that political and economic 
measures on a scale which no responsible 
statesman has yet ventured to hint at will 
be needed in the next year or so. To pre- 
vent the crisis which otherwise will engulf 
Europe and spread chaos throughout the 
world, the measures will have to be very 
large—in Europe no less than an economic 
union, and over here no less than the equiva- 
lent of a revival of lend-lease. - 


The vast expenditures entailed in a revival 
of lend-lease will be justified only if accompa- 
nied by an economic union which will promise 
eventually “to make Europe self-supporting. 
Otherwise, lend-lease will be as Congressman 
Boggs of Louisiana expressed it, like “pouring 
money down a rathole.” 

And no real or enduring economic union can 
be achieved without political. federation also. 
Mr. Lippmann might follow his analysis through 
to its logical conclusion and join with Repre- 
sentative Boggs, Senator Fulbright and others 
in urging a United States of Europe. 
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O wind, if April comes, can spring be far 
behind?

4. Assistant Director Weir is not informed 
of the letter and the Mining Board, so two 
of its four members subsequently testify, 
is not advised of its existence. 


5. Nothing is done by Gov. Green, his De- 
partment of Mines or the Mining Board, 
until the present investigation. Meantime, 
the Centralia mine explodes, as Mine In- 
spector Scanlan repeatedly warned it would, 
142 miners are trapped and only 31 escape 
with their lives. 

No wonder both branches of Congress yester- 
day heard demands for federal enforcement of 
mine safety, 

No wonder Senator Morse of Oregon came out 
for a federal law “to place criminal responsibil- 
ity” for unsafe mines on owners. 

No wonder Representative Price of the dis- 
trict in which the disaster occurred called for 
teeth for the federal inspection code. 
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S-s-s-s-h! .

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At Last, Chairman Lilienthal 

Early in the vieious fight against David E. 
Lilienthal, we likened it to the disgraceful war 
31 years ago against Louis D. Brandeis's ap- 
pointment to the Supreme Court. 

There was the same prejudice, the same ha- 
tred, bitterness and name-calling. There were 
the same smears against character and the same 
baseless charges from little men in high places. 
In the case of Brandeis, the spewers of intoler- 
ance and venom and untruth held up the ap- 

-pointment from January until June. This time 
demagogues and grudge-carriers like McKellar 
of Tennessee blocked approval for 11 weeks— 
almost three months, 

But confirmation came for David Lilienthal 
just as for Louis Brandeis. As the two fights 
measured the membership of the Senate rather 
than the appointees, so did the Senate honor 
itself in both instances rather than the men on 
whom it passed judgment. 

In the instance of Lilienthal, much credit goes 
to Republican Senators who kept their heads; 
for example, Senator Hickenlooper, chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Committee, and Senator Van- 
denberg,. chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee. Thanks largely to them, a Repub- 
lican-controlled chamber voted 50 to 31 for con- 
firmation. Missouri's Kem was deserted even by 
Senator Donnell. 

It is a genuine satisfaction as well as.a relief 
to know that David Lilienthal is now chairman 
of the nation’s Atomic Energy Commission. A 
new. perplexing, vastly important problem is in 
the hands of a proved public servant of out- 
standing capacity.

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The Telephone Strikers’ Delusion 


The Mirrer 
of 
Public Opinion 


Telephone workers should know there is “no effective right to 
strike” where whole economy is involved, editorial says; no matter 
who is at fault in walkout, pressure to end it may hurt labor; says 
unions should work for peaceful means of solving utility disputes. 


From the Chicago Sun 


The telephone strikers who walked out all 
over the nation are laboring under a delu- 
sion. They think they have the right to 
strike. Their leaders constantly tell them 
so, and the labor movement generally op- 
erates on the same assumption. 


But a right is not effective unless it can 


be exercised, The fact is that, in public 
utility industries where a walkout ties up 
the whole national economy, no effective 
right to strike exists, 


Of course the workers in these industries 
can walk out, as the telephone workers did. 
They can make things unpleasant for a few 
days. But within a very short time the pub- 


lic pressure against the strike will become 


so overpowering that it must be settled on 
any terms. 


The purpose of a strike is to secure by 
force what cannot be secured by peaceful 
negotiation, But the leaders of a utility 
strike lack power to press the walkout to 
whatever lengths are needed to win their 
demands. They can only extract’ whatever 
advantage may accrue, first, from the threat 
of a strike, and second, from the prosecu- 
tion of a short one. In other words, the_ 
utility workers’ right to — is distinctly 
limited. 


Why Not Look at Reality? 


Wouldn’t it be the part of good sense for 
labor and everybody else to recognize this 
reality, and act accordingly? Wouldn’t it 
be a healthy thing if we stopped pretend- 
ing that workers in vital utility industries 
have the same “right” to strike as other 
workers, and formulated a system of col- 
lective bargaining, mediation and arbitra- 
tion which admitted frankly that no pro- 
longed national tieups in these industries 
can be permitted? 


ss 
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There is reason to believe that the tele- 
phone companies are at least as much to 
blame for the present strike as the unions 
— that some of them have not made a 
serious effort to negotiate the union de- 
mands, preferring a test of strength which 
they felt sure of winning. 


If this charge is true, the companies’ be- 
havior would fit into the pattern of other 
employers’ evident disposition to stall the 
process of collective bargaining this spring. 
With Congress ready to pass an anti-labor 
law at the drop of a hat, some of our more 
shortsighted ‘industrial leaders seem to 
have imagined that they could let prices go 
through the roof and reap their huge profits 
without meeting labor half way. 


The Permanent Solution 


But the public will not think deeply about 
causes and effects once the telephone tieup 
begins to pinch. No matter who is to blame 
for the strike, irresistible pressure to end 
it will develop. 


This being the factual situation, labor 
would do well to recognize it by joining in 
the effort to establish some method of set- 
tling utility labor disputes without strikes. 
Government seizure or injunction offer no 
permanent solution, as John L. Lewis's cur- 
rent strike, in sub rosa defiance of both, 
eloquently testifies. 


The alternative is a regularized procedure 
which, in effect, gives utility workers spe- 
cial privileges (higher wages, longer vaca- 
tions, more security, etc.) in exchange for 
their special duty to stay on the job; which 
binds employers, as well as employes, to 
peaceful settlement of disputes; which as- 
sures labor the benefits of collective bar- 
gaining but assures the. public of the con- 
tinuous service it will insist on having in 
the long run, anyway.

Pulitzer when he retired from its active 
management in 1907. 


The Globe-Democrat extends its sincere 
congratulations to his son and to the Post- 
Dispatch upon the recognition which comes 
today to one of the important figures of 
American journalism. 


Between Book Ends 


Light in a Dungeon 


YES, FAREWELL, by Michael Burn. (The Macmillan Co., 

New York.) 

Now that the first crop of hurriedly-writ- 
ten, documentary warbooks seems to have 
given out, a second crop is beginning to 
appear on the bookshelves. These are the 
books not written in the heat of battle, but 
later, when experiences have been partly 
digested and the turmoil of thoughts 
churned up by the war have had time to 
ripen and expand. 

Michael Burn's “Yes, Farewell” belongs 
with this second series and its value lies as 
much in the leisurely description of the ef- 
fect of prison on assorted British officers, 
as in the long conversations these men in- 
dulge in. The author, a London Times for- 
eign correspondent at the beginning of the 
war, was taken prisoner by the Germans, 
escaped and fought with the Commandos, 

* * « ° 

His description of the medieval stone 
castle in which the Germans hold their 
British prisoners has therefore all the ear- 
marks of authenticity. Alan, the hero, is 
a typical Englishman who has the misfor- 
tune of being made a prisoner during the 
first year of the war. He escapes various 
times and once gets as far as the frontier 
where he is again picked up by the Ger- 
mans and sent to a political prison. 

Here he meetg all sorts of non-British 
characters, among them a Yugoslav pro- 
fessor—soon to be liquidated by the Ger- 
mans—whose philosophical words break 
through the young man’s English middle- 
class smugness and send him on his way 
to search for more real and deeper values 
than he has known existed. 

Soon Alan is returned to the castle where 
he begins to look at the rather easy, Red- 
Cross-packaged lives of his fellow-country- 
men with new eyes and fumbles his way 
through to a new view of life. 

Except for the escape, this is not a book 
of physical adventure, nor of German jailor 
customs, but rather a book of intellectual 


growth. 
ALICE RAINE. 
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COLUMBIA: COLOSSUS ON. THE HUDSON, by Her- 
ace Coon. [(E. P. Dutton & Co., New York.) 
This is the first volume in a series of 

independently written books on American 
colleges and universities. The announced 
aim is to “interpret the history of an insti- 
tution, its character, traditions and influ- 
ence on the national life.” 

The idea is excellent and the series be- 
gins well with this objective “biography” of 
Columbia University by one of its gradu- 
ates. The author makes no attempt to 
gloss over the issue of academic freedom 
and controversies arising from it. On the 
contrary, he gives over a full chapter to 
Charles A. Beard's resignation in 1917, the 
dismissal of J. McKeen Cattell and other 
eruptions within the ivied walls, 

In a review of Columbia’s graduate and 
professional schools, 12 pages are devoted 
to the Pulitzer School of Journalism, 
whose founder is quoted as follows: 

“While it is a great pleasure to feel that 
a large number of young men will be 
helped to a better start in life by means of 
this college, this is not my primafy object. 
Neither is it the elevation of the profes 
sion which 1 love so much and regard so 
highly. In all my planning, the chief end 
I had in view was the welfare of the Re- 
public. 

“It will be the object of the college to 
make better journalists, who will make bet- 
ter newspapers, which will better serve the 
public It will impart knowledge—not for 
its own sake, but to be used for the public 
service. It will try to develop character, 
but even that will be only a means to the 
supreme end—the public good.”

HE recent report by the commissio 
press kicked up the kind of reaction that had been expected. 
There were those who said, with varying shades of indignation, 


on the freedom of the 


unnecessary, redundant, excessive, 


impertinent, irrelevant and just plain useless. 


Then there were those who felt 
it was useful, since it called atten- 
tion t6 the trend toward monopoly 
concentration and control and to 
other limitations and shortcom- 
ings in our press “ 
and radio. They 
were willing to 
concede that 
what we have is 
not complete 
perfection and 
that a little self- 
criticism and an- 
alysis might be a 
healthy thing. 

Still other 
critics complain- 
ed that the re- 
port was too 
general and too 
vague. They said, for example, 
that 4t ignored the factor of ever- 
increasing fixed costs in the news- 
paper field, which tend to narrow 
the opportunity for new papers 
and to limit the choice of present 
publishers who wish to experi- 
ment with new techniques and 
improve present methods of news 
presentation, 


One omission seems to me more 
serious than any other. The re- 
port failed to talk about the men 
and women who create our news- 
papers, nor did it name those who 
transgress the privilege of free- 
dom. In the last analysis, the 
press will be no better than those 
who make it. 


Instrument for Progress. 


This fact was pointed up by an 
anniversary observed this week. 
It is the 100th anniversary of the 
birth of Joseph Pulitzer, who left 
the strong stamp of his person- 
ality on American journalism. 


Pulitzer began his career in the 
day when an ambitious young 
man could get money enough to- 
gether to buy a struggling sheet 
even in a metropolitan area. That 
meant thousands of dollars in- 
stead of millions as it does today. 
Given courage and farthrightness, 
the ambitious young man could 
make his voice heard. 


Those qualities Pulitzer had in 
over-generous measure. He. be- 
lieved in the mission of the press. 
It was not, in that horrible 
modern word, merely a “proper- 
ty.” It was an instrument for 
progress and betterment—an im- 
portant bit of leavening in the 
Democratic lump. 


Pulitzer had, too, a restless, in- 
domitable - curiosity that drove 
him until the end of his life. This 
may have been the most im- 
portant part of the equipment 
which enabled him to amass 
wealth and power. Certainly this 
searching, unceasing curiosity 


contributed to the mass circula- 
tion of his newspapers in St. 
Louis and New York. 


As a wealthy and successful 
publisher, Pulitzer did not change 
his point of view. When he 
stepped down in 1907, seeking dis- 
traction from his blindness by 
constant travel, he said he' knew 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch would 
“always oppose privileged classes 
ahd public plunderers, never lack 
sympathy with the poor, always 
remain devoted to the public wel- 
fare, never be satisfied with mere- 
ly printing news.” 


The Tradition’s Essence. 


That last should be written in 
big letters up over every city room. 
“Never be satisfied with merely 
printing news.“ That is the es- 
sence of the Pulitzer tradition. 


The men and women who create 
our newspapers must have some 
thing of that searching curiosity 
if we are to have a vigorous press. 
And they must be encouraged to 
exercise it rather than, as too 
often happens, discouraged. 


In their report, the commission 
on the freedom of the press 
quoted William Allen White, an- 
other courageous American edi- 
tor: 

“Too often the publisher of an 
American newspaper has made his 
money in some other calling than 
journalism. He is a rich man 
seeking’ power and prestige. He 
has the country-club complex. The 
business manager of this absentee 
owner quickly is afflicted with 
the country-club point of view. 
Soon the managing editor’s wife 
nags him into it. And they all get 
the unconscious arrogance of con- 
scious wealth. Therefore it is hard 
to get a modern American news- 
paper to go the distance necessary 
to print all the news about many 
topics.” 


Attacks on Privilege. 


Joseph Pulitzer would have said 
amen to that. His unceasing at- 
tacks on privilege and plunder 
made him bitter enemies. But he 
did not care. His fierce spirit 
scorned the easy triumphs accord- 
ed wealth and power. 


The ambitious young man who 
bought a struggling newspaper 
in St. Louis influenced American 
life in many ways. The graduate 
school of journalism of Columbia 
University is only one of his many 
benefactions. But the greatest 
heritage he left is the tradition 
of a press that is free to go be-

propose to get at either enemy 
(Britain or the United States) 
without superior fleets.” 

The Truman Doctrine expresses 
our laudable views. But unlike 
the Monroe Doctrine it has been 
deciared to the world without the 
kind of-careful calculation of the 
assurances of success, which were 
made by Jefferson, Madison, 
Adams and Monroe before they 
announced their laudable views, 


Only a Pin Point. 


The difference is a big one—be- 
tween making a promise which 
you know you can carry out, and 
making a promise first, and then 
wondering how you are going to 
carry it out. It is the difference 
between bold but astute states- 
manship and reckless rhetoric. 

As a result Senator Byrd has 
asked the Administration a ques- 
tion which is quite proper but, 
under the so-called Truman Doc- 
trine as it now stands, is quite un- 
answerable. Senator Byrd wants 
to know whether “we have the 
resources alone to pay the bill.” 

What bill? The immediate bill 
for Greece alone is nearly $300,- 
000,000. But under the Adminis- 
tration policy this can be only the 
first installment. The money is 
to be used to balance the Greek 
budget this year on behalf of a 
government which collected 
almost no taxes and is, with our 
approval conducting a civil war. 


Conceivably this installment 
would pay the Greek bill if there 
were set up promptly in Athens 
a government which can collect 
taxes and can unite the bulk of 
the Greek people.

A False Assumption. 


The case of Greece illustrates 
concretely the basic fallacy of the 
Truman Doctrine in its present 
uncorrected, unqualified and un- 
balanced farm, It is that the ex- 
pansion of the Soviet Union and 
the spread of Communisn? can be 
checked by subsidizing all the gov- 
ernments, parties, factions which 
are most undeniably anti-Com- 
munist. A policy of this kind is 
bound to fail because it commits 
us to an alliance with the most 
reactionary forces in the world 
and alienates the moderate and 
democratic forces. 


It assumes that mankind is di- 
vided into totalitarian Commu- 
nists and Jeffersonian democrats. 
It is not. There are also Nazis, 
Fascists, feudal lords, war lords. 
There are also republicans, en- 
lightened conservatives, liberals, 
progressives, social democrats; so- 
cialists, Christian democrats, co- 
operators, labor ‘parties, demo- 
cratic planners, and what not. 


If we conduct the Truman pol- 
icy on the principle that whoever 
is most vehemently against the 
Soviets is our friend and ally. . 
and in his heart 3 Jeffersonian 
democrat—we shall separate our- 
selves from the masses of the 
people almost everywhere. 


Not Rich Enough. 


We shall have embraced the ex- 
tremists of the right as against the 
extremists of the left, when it is 
our interest and our duty to align 
ourselves with ‘he middle and the 
moderate parties. They are our 
real friends in the struggle for

He executed 
commissions for the Masonic Tem- 
ple, the Scottish Rite Cathedral, 
Southwestern Bell Telephone 
building, the Federal Reserve 
Bank building and numerous pri- 
vate homes and churches. 

The eight great seals on the 
exterior of the Federal Reserve 
Bank building as well as the pro- 
scenium arch in the Music Hall of 
Kiel Auditorium bearing a replica 
of the “Apotheosis of St. Louis” 
which stands in front of the City 
Art Museum in Forest Park, are 
examples of his art. He is also 
represented by sculptures in the 
Missouri Capitol at Jefferson City 
and at the University of Missouri 
and Washington University. 

He is survived by his wife, Lulu, 
and a son, Joseph, of Bisbee, Ariz. 
He lived at 4176 Russell boulevard.

NEW YORK, April 10 (AP)— 
While most baseball observers 
throughout the country took the 
view today that the one-year sus- 
pension Commissioner A. B. 
Chandler iniposed on Brooklyn 
Manager Leo Durocher was ex- 
cessive, many felt that the ebul- 
lient pilot had some kind pf pen- 
alty coming to him for his actions 
on and off the field. 

While the commissioner's action 
came unexpectedly, the stunned 
Durocher, who could only exclaim 
“What for? What for?” must 
have — the handwriting on the 
wall, He had been warned by 
Chahdler as long ago as last No- 
vember, when the commissioner 
called Leo on the carpet. 

“I called Durocher for an expla- 
nation following a newspaper col- 
umnist’s report that his apart- 
ment had been involved in a dice 


game,” Chandler explained at that 
time. 


„J talked with Durocher 
for more than two hours at Oak- 
land, Calif., on Nov. 22,” he said. 

While Chandler did not elabo- 
rate further then, some sports 
writers speculated that the com- 
missioner had told Durocher to 
behave or risk banishment. 

That was before Durocher’s 
much-publicized marriage to 
screen star Laraine Day and his 
statement criticizing a California 
judge who had questioned the le- 
gality of Miss Day’s divorce. It 
preceded also the inter-club quar- 
rel between Dodger and Yankee 
officials in Havana which pre- 
sumably was the direct cause of 
the ruling handed down yester- 
Gay. 
If Drocher expected any le- 
niency after the commissioner's 
Florida hearings on the Havana 
ruckus last month, he might have 
pointed to his conduct during the 
balance of the training season. 
The Brooklyn manager had laid 
down stringent rules for his play- 
ers, forbidding them even to play 
cards, and had shut himself off 
from ‘after-hours contact with any- 
one, 

Nevertheless, Durocher was 
penalized because, in the words 
of the commissioner, he “has not 
measured up to the standards ex- 
pected or required of managers of 
our baseball teams.” 

Club owners and managers gen- 
erally refused to comment. Most 
of them expressed a desire to read 
Chandler’s formal opinion. They 
had been chilled, evidently, by 
Chandler’s parting shot: 

“Club owners, managers, players 
and all others connected with 
baseball have been heretofore 
warned that association with 
known and notorious gamblers 
will not be tolerated and that 
swift disciplinary action will be 
taken against any person violating 
the order. 

“All parties to this controversy 
are silenced from the time this 
order is issued.” 

‘Stuck His Neck Out.’ 

One of the few managers who 
commented was Ben Chapman o 
the Philadelphia Phillies. He 
termed the suspension a “tough 
break” for the Dodgers but added 
that Durocher had “stuck his neck 
out.” The general reaction among 
the Phillies was that the suspen- 
sion “served Durocher right.” 

DAN PARKER, New York Mir- 
ror columnist who has been one 
of the most severe critics of the 
Chandler regime, said, “It’s my 
belief that Happy is simply using 
Durocher as a punching bag to 
prove that he is a strong man. 
Durocher might have merited a 
year’s suspension for some of the 
things he did that brought dis- 
credit on baseball during the last 
winter and previous thereto. But 
to suspend him for one year just 
because he was pushed into the 
middie of a fight between two 
club owners proves to me that 
Chandler's sense of justice isn't 
very keen.” 

ARCH WARD, sports editor of 
the Chicago Tribune, said: “Chan- 
OW dler’s suspension of Leo Durocher 
will outrage the hoodlum element, 
but fans who have the long-range 
interest of baseball at heart will 
applaud, ... His (Durocher’s) 
conduct has been detrimental! to 
the sport, decent fans will rejoice 
that baseball still is far bigger 
than any of its individual repre 
sentatives. .. .” 

Said HAROLD KAESE in the 
Boston Daily Globe: “In suspend- 


ing Durocher, Happy Chandler

The summary of Navy views 
made no reference to the problem 
of harbor “poisoning” from atom 
bombs. This lingering radioactivi- 
ty which was discovered in Bikini 
lagoon long after the tests last 
summer could wipe out the use of 
an important harbor for long 
time, experts believe. 


Radioactive Possibility. 


(The United Press said the War 
Department report raised the pos- 
sibility of an atomic weapon that 
could spread radioactive particles 
over vast areas without an explo- 
sion. The report said the weapon 
might be made in secret as a by- 
product of atomic energy plants 
devoted ostensibly to peaceful 
purposes.) : : 

The reports of the two depart- 
ments were accompanied with an 
analysis by Bernard Brodie, Yale 
University professor and atomic 
consultant, who questioned the 
need for a big navy and army and 
Pacific bases in future conflicts. . 


Brodie believes atomic bombs 
make the large armies and navies 
of World War II about as an- 
2 tiquated as the bow and arrow. 
His views, expressed earlier in 
a book, “The Absolute Weapon,” 
have stirred heated controversies 
within the armed services. 


Brodie says that industry will 
be a prime target of atom attack. 

“Assuming . . . (the) major 
portion of our industrial establish- 
ment will have disappeared, what 
functions would you suppose would 
remain to the United States 
Navy?” he asks. 

Brodie says the Navy “greatly 
exaggerates” the usefulness of 
fixed bases for intercepting atomic 
attacks. 

“So far as long-range bombers 
based on Europe and Siberia gre 
concerned the Marianas and other 
bases in the Pacific and Atlantic 
simply would not be in the pic- 
ture,” he declares. 


Congressman Says U.S. Has Power 
to Make World Disarm. 
NEW YORK, April 10 (AP)— 
Representative, Crawford (Rep.), 
Michigan, said last night that “for 
the first time in history, one na- 
.tion—the United States of Amer- 
ica—has the power to force Rus- 
sia and the whole world to dis- 
arm.” He referred to American 
ownership of the atomic bomb.

To End Next Tuesday—Only 
$43,008 Pledged Toward 
$225,000 Goal. 


Solicitation in the Greek War 
Relief Association’s campaign to 
raise $225,000 in St. Louis will be 
continued until next Tuesday, 
John J. Griffin, executive chair- 
man, announced yesterday. 

The drive was to have closed 
last Tuesday, Griffin said, but is 
being extended another week since 
only $43,008 of the $225,000 total 
has been pledged. The amount 
needed to make up the deficit is 
$181,992. 

Griffin pointed out that one of 
the 375,000 Greek war orphans can 
be supported for one year by a 
gift of $80. “America is on the 
spot,” he said. “The Greeks will 
never be Communists if we can 
prove that our democracy is work- 
ing and that we are interested in 
their welfare.” 

Robert William Caldwell, vice 
consul at the American Embassy 
in Athens, said that the aid pro- 
posed for Greece by President 
Truman would not render the 
Greek War Relief Association's 
work useless, but would serve to 
strengthen the association’s work. 
Caldwell spoke Tuesday at a meet- 
ing of campaign workers. 

The campaign in St. Louis is 
part of a national drive to raise 
$12,000,000. Volunteer solicitors 
are divided into groups headed by 
Eugene Boisaubin of the General 
American Life Insurance Co. and 
Mrs. Joseph Mrazek Jr. The cam- 
paign began last March 25, ob- 
served as Greek Independence 
Day.

These sources, in Athens and 
Larisa, reported the Government 
troops were getting supplies and 
support from planes in an offen- 
sive begun at dawn yesterday with 
the announced aim of breaking 
the back of guerrilla resistance. 
The planes first showered the in- 
surgents with propaganda leaflets, 
then hit them with bombs and 
machine-gun fire.

HITLER BLAMED 
' ITALY FOR WAR, 
DOCUMENT SHOWS 


Failure to Stand by Germany 
in 1939 Led to Hostilities, 
He Told Generals. 


FRANKFURT, Germany, April 1( 
(UP)—Adolf Hitler blamed Italy 
for starting World War II, steno- 
graphic minutes of a secret high 
command meeting in May 1943, re- 
leased by the United States Army, 
revealed today. 

“Tf Italy had declared in 1939 
that she would stand by Germany 
as she was pledged by treaty to 


do, the war would never have 
started,” Hitler told his generals. 
“The British and French would 
not have declared war. 

“When I sent the duce (Benito 
Mussolini) a memorandum about 
his decision not to stand by us in 
a crisis, contents of the memo- 
randum landed in London imme- 
diately and two hours later the 
British signed their military alli- 
ance with Poland.” 

At a March 1943 meeting Hitler 
bitterly assailed Italian soldiers as 
follows: 

“What good does it do to give 
the Italians weapons? The mo- 
ment there is an attack they 
throw their weapons away and 
run, I'll never let them swindle 
me again. Armed Italians—they 
remind me of rabbits—or sheep 
in lions’ skins.”

WAS in Washington Monday 
| afternoon and. Tuesday to at- 

tend a meeting of the Howard 
University board of trustees. Con- 
gress has realized, in spite of its 
program of economy, that Freed- 
man's Hospital in Washington is 
one of the very important centers 
for the improvement of the health 
of the Negro people. There are 
so few places where Negro doctors 
can get adequate training that it 
is very important that those 
which do exist should give the 
best possible opportunity, since 
there is a great shortage of Ne- 
gro doctors throughout the coun- 
try. Tying more closely together 
the Howard Medical School and 
Freedman’s Hospital makes it in- 
creasingly possible to give good 
graduate training, and I am deep- 
ly grateful for the foresight shown 
by Congress in this matter. 

As at every other university, the 
Howard enrollment has gone up 
to such tremendous proportions 
that, with the 20-year plan of de- 
velopment only about one-quarter 
accomplished, the enrollment is 
higher than had been contem- 
plated at the very peak. As I went 
from building to building, I 
realized what it meant to teachers 
and students alike to live in a 
beehive wheré every inch of space 
has to be utilized.

and their students were found to 
be very earnest, but the physical 
plant was so poor that full accred- 
iting must wait until this is rem- 
edied.

There is 
no ehgineering school established 
by Great Britain or any other 
country in their territories in 
Africa. There is no engineering 
school even in India. So this one 
at Howard University will be the 
world’s first one built for colored 
people.

The Woman in Marshal Stalin's Life 


Russian Leader's Third Wife Remains in Background — Sister of Prominent Commissar

RS. ATTLEE, Mrs, Truman, 

Mrs. Chiang Kai-shek as the 

wives of international leaders 
are constantly in the news. But 
never Madame Stalin. 

She remains as inscrutable a 
figure as when she first married 
Joseph Vissarionvich Stalin, be- 
fore he took over the premiership 
of all the Russias. She is never 
photographed, never broadcasts, 
never gives interviews, and Rus- 
sian newspapers never mention 
her name, 

Taking the view that his pri- 
vate life is his own affair, Mar- 
shal Stalin prefers to keep his 
marriage scrupulously secret. The 
facts are well enough known to 
Kremlin officials and foreign cor- 
respondents in Moscow, but the 
marriage has never been public- 
ly announced to the Soviet.people 
or even informally intimated to 
inner diplomatic circles. 

This marital anonymity, though 
contrary to western conceptions, 
closely follows Russian tradition. 
In the U.S. S. R. women may carve 
out brilliant independent careers, 
but as mere wives they do not 
take part in politico-social ac- 
tivity. Mrs. Molotov, Mrs. Vyshin- 
sky, Dora Malenkov, they are all 
unknowns. Ivy Litvinov, the single 
exception of the past, managed 
to retain her political prominence 
mainly ‘because she was an 


Englishwoman. 


Who, then, is this mysterious 
She is a Jewess— 
and she is Stalin’s third wife. 
Rosa Kaganovich, to give her 
maiden name, is the sister of La- 
zar Kaganovich, vice president of 
the Council of People’s Commis- 
sars and for years the only Jew in 
the Politbureau, the Russian inner 
cabinet. 

That is how she met Stalin. 
Kaganovich has been one of the 
Marshal’s closest friends ever 
since they met as young socialist 
enthusiasts back in 1911. They 
reputedly shared. jail sentences, 
and perhaps it is no coincidence 
that, in due time, Kaganovich also 
shared some of the richest plums 
of the Communist system. One- 
time commissar for railways and 
heavy industries, he organized the 
nationalized wealth of the Donetz 
Basin and once even took over the 
Moscow leadership from Stalin’s 
office. 

Throughout this political career 
Rosa was always in the back- 
ground, comfortably plump, 
swarthy, good-humored. Then 
Kaganovich supervised the con- 
struction of the Moscow under- 
ground—modeled on London’s sys- 
tem—and Stalin and Rosa rode to- 
gether in the inaugural train. 

They emerged roaring with 
laughter. To bystanders it was 
obvious they had been mercilessly

pulling Kaganovich’s leg through- 
out the journey. Characteristical- 
ly, they have rarely, if ever, shared 
a formal appearance since. Dur- 
ing the winter Mrs. Stalin is some- 
times seen at the Bolshoi Theater, 
where it is uncommonly difficult 
for lesser mortals to secure seats, 
but she prefers to spend most of 
her time at her little country 
house on the Moskva river, an 
hour’s run from Moscow, where’ 
the Marshal himself spends three 
or four days in seven. 


Here, playing hostess to Stalin’s 
intimates or to his two grown-up 
children, she is in her element. 

In her late forties, a merry con- 
versationalist, Rosa is a good step- 
mother, When Stalin’s daughter, 
Svetlana, romantically married a 
fellow university student—rather, 
one gathers, against Papa’s wishes 
Mrs. Stalin dabbed her eyes in 
the background, and was the first 
to entertain the young couple on 
their return from a Crimean hon- 


/ 


eymoon. Here, again, no mention 


of the marriage appeared in the 
Soviet press. And foreign corre- 
spondents say that whenever 
Stalin’s son, 25-year-old Vassily, 
was cited for Red Air Force gal- 
lantry, it was always Rosa who 
chose the flowers for the hero's 
bouquet ceremonially presented on 
such occasions.

ODAY, in fact, Rosa is the piv- 
T ot of Stalin’s deep-felt need for 

a domestic background, the 
need of a onetime exile and emi- 
gre, a man who has spent all his 
life in a man’s world, During the 
war, Stalin’s eldest son, Joseph, 
was captured by the Germans and 
died in a Nazi prison camp, and it 
was Rosa to whom Stalin turned 
in his grief. Like all Georgians, 
outwardly impassive but inwardly 
emotional, Stalin is deeply senti- 
mental, Joseph was the only son 
of his first marriage, and the 
boy’s death severed a link with 


the past. ä 

For Stalin's first marriage was 
the fruit of a boy-and-girl love 
affair, and the lovers were ill- 
starred. The first Mrs. Stalin 
died in 1907 after only four years 
of married life: it is said that 
Stalin was in the hands of the 
Czarist police at the time and 
could do little to help her. From 
this experience, perhaps, derives 
the mainspring that has carried 
Stalin forward with dynamic te- 
nacity from a Tiflis printer’s shop 
to the topmost pinnacles, It was 
10 years before he again unbent 
to the soft call of romance, 


Then, dropping in to see an old 
friend, a locksmith in Leningrad, 
he met the daughter of the house, 
dark-eyed Nadeshda Alleluieva. 
She was a girl of 17 and Stalin a 
man of 40. He was a revolution- 
ary leader, a conquering hero, and 
she was a rapt and adoring young 
girl. Rumors that Stalin dis- 
entangled himself of another en- 


gagement in order to marry her 
have lingered persistently. 

At all events, it has always been 
said that the second Mrs, Stalin 
was “the main Mrs. Stalin.” They 
set up house together im the 
Kremlin itself. She went about 
studying and working in the fac- 
tories around Moscow, bringing 
Stalin first-hand news of all “un- 
der-current” views and groups. 
For little Svetlana and Vassily 
there were guards and govern- 
esses and for Nadeshda Stalin, 
presently, a rising impulse _to 
“make good” on her own.

self a course of study. Her am- 
bition was to rise on her own initi- 
ative to become head of the rayon 
trust. No publicity attached to 
these efforts. Mrs, Stalin battled 
her way onto trains alone, or 
walked unaccompanied back and 
forth between the Kremlin and 
the Institute, One of the few pho- 
tographs known of her was 
snapped in the snow during one of 
these daily journeys. After its 
publication abroad, it is said, she 
‘was quietly shadowed—and of- 
fending cameras were confiscated. 

‘Then, in 1932, she died, officially 
of peritonitis, but one version has 
it that she drank poisoned tea in- 
tended for Stalin. At all events, 
the funeral oration described her 
as “the most faithful Bolshevist 
woman.” She is buried in the 
grounds of the Young Maiden con- 
vent in Moscow, and above her 
grave rises a white marble 
shaft, simply inscribed, Nadeshda 
Alleluieva from Joseph Stalin.” 
(The use of the maiden name fol- 
lows Russian custom.) 

Naturally, it was not long be- 
fore whispers buzzed of a third 
Mrs. Stalin, even though Stalin 
was regularly visiting Nadeshda's 
grave. It is known that he was 
acutely worried about the strong 
but mothering hand needed for his 
growing children. They were at- 
tending one of Moscow’s principal 
schools, as ordinary pupils, when 
Bosa Kaganovich first appeared 
as a “proxy mother” at a prize- 
giving when the attendance of a 
parent or proxy was insisted on. 

Sharing tastes for music and 
ballet, she was always firm 
friends with Svetlana, When she 
made up a foursome on a Black 
Sea holiday with Stalin, Svetlana 
and Vassily, American newspapers 
published reports that a marriage 
was imminent, 

To this day, however, Stalin’s 
“secret marriage” remains uncon- 
firmed. Denied access to the nec- 
essary check records, newshounds 
recall a visit to his aged mother 
in Tiflis. A Soviet newspaper pub- 
lished three lines about the visit, 
and Stalin indignantly sent for the 
editor. “Cannot a man have any 
privacy?” he demanded,

In order 
to cut down dummy’s entries at 
this early stage, West shifted to 
his top club, his sound idea being 
to make dummy ruff. 

Dummy did ruff and declarer 
then made an excellent play by 
leading a low heart, away from 
the ace. East hopped up with 
the queen and, taking his cue from 


his partner, laid down the club 


king. 

This was good defense, as far 
as it went, because if East had 
returned anything except a club, 
declarer would have controlled the 
lead, cashed the heart ace, and 
ruffed a heart high, then drawn 
trumps, ending in dummy. The 
established hearts would give him 
plenty of discards. 

Now dummy’s trumps had been 
reduced to one, hawever, and it 
was hopeless to establish the heart 
suit—there would be no way to 
reach it. So South ruffed a spade, 
then ruffed another club with 
dummy’s last trump, ruffed a sec- 
ond spade—and then ran off ev- 
ery trump. 

The last lead completed What 
was in effect a double squeeze. 
Dummy was now down to one 
spade and the ace-nine of hearts. 
If West had had two hearts, he 
would have been forced to discard 
one in order to keep a high spade. 
Actually, however, it was East 
who felt the pressure, Forced to 
hold a high club to guard South's 
jack, East had to let go a heart, 
and thereupon South cashed the 
ace and nine of hearts for the 
fulfilling tricks.
